EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Remarks 

2. In view of amendments and upon agreements reached between the Examiners 
and the Applicant during Interview on 1 1/24/2003, the Examiner withdraws the objection 
to the drawings, the rejection under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, to claims 5- 
8,15,16 and the rejection under 35 U.S.C 103 (a) to claims 1-20. Therefore, all the 
claims are in a condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show a fluid dynamic bearing for use in a spindle 
motor comprising: a shaft and a sleeve surrounding the shaft, a counter plate welded to

an axial shoulder (or axial wall) of the sleeve and a groove (or groove region) defined in 
the shoulder (or wall) of the sleeve aligned with the counter plate to radially weaken the 
sleeve.
